Signal problems 
delay NAIT LRT 

to end of 2014 


Setbacks. U-Pass buyers 
should be compensated, 
says student association 


The president of the NAIT Stu¬ 
dent Association said the latest 
delay in the city’s new LRT line 
should come with compensa¬ 
tion for students. 

The city announced Thurs¬ 
day that the signalling sys¬ 
tem on the line running from 
Churchill station to NAIT 
was causing delays and that a 
planned June opening would 
now come in December. 

Jonathan Bilodeau, the stu¬ 
dent association’s president, 
said the line was veiy import¬ 
ant to students, and not to have 
it open for the school year is im¬ 
mensely disappointing. 


“A lot of students were 
counting on that to be open. 
They live far away from NAIT 
and that was what they were 
depending on,” he said. 

Bilodeau said NAIT students 
embraced the U-Pass because 
they were promised the LRT 
line and he would like to see 
the contractor pick up next 
year’s $7.50 per student in¬ 
crease as compensation. 

Brad Smid, the project’s 
manager, said all the construc¬ 
tion work is essentially done, 
but the signalling system has 
to be in place for the trains to 
run safely. 

“It’s veiy complex. The sig¬ 
nal system has to control those 
junctions, provide safe routing 
as well as control the intersec¬ 
tions along the route,” he said. 

The NAIT line will over¬ 
lap with the existing system 
between Health Sciences and 
Churchill Station, and Smid 
said the signalling system will 


Contractor liability 


“I think finger-pointing is 
not helpful... we are try¬ 
ing to get this thing fixed 
as quickly as possible.” 

Mayor Don Iveson, acknowledging the 
contractor can be held liable for city 
expenses incurred, a route he wants to avoid 

help manage that complexity 
while the city adds service. 

“Right now we run trains 
eveiy five minutes during peak 
hours and what the new system 
will allow is to tighten that up 
to eveiy two and a half min¬ 
utes,” he said. 

Mayor Don Iveson said he 
was deeply disappointed with 
the news, but the city has to put 
safety first. 

“Our focus right now is that 
it is safe when it does open and 
the signalling contractor is able 
to deliver a safe product.”

No contenders yet 
in race to replace 
Redford 

With Premier Alison Red- 
ford out the door, experts 
can only guess who may 
toss their hat in the ring 
to be the next Progressive 
Conservative leader. 

According to Univer¬ 
sity of Calgaiy professor 
David Stewart, an expert in 
Alberta politics, the party 
will need to find someone 
to win back the favour of 
Albertans. 

“I think the next pre¬ 
mier will have to convince 
Albertans that there is no 
sense of entitlement within 
the Conservative party and 
they can bring change for 
the province,” said Stewart. 

The party’s rules require 
a vote on the new leader no 
sooner than four months 
and no more than six 
months after the resigna¬ 
tion. 

Finance Minister Doug 
Homer said it was too early 
to say, but wasn’t ruling out 
another run at the leader¬ 
ship. Homer was one of the 
top contenders in the race 
that Redford won in the fall 
of 2011. 

“I’ve made no decisions 
about my future at this 
point,” Homer said. “Yes¬ 
terday was a bit of a shock 
for a lot of people and we 
are going to take stock and 
make some decisions in the 
future about my future.” 

Employment Minister 
Thomas Lulcaszulc, while 
also saying it was still early 
going, wasn’t discounting 
his own ran. He dismissed 
suggestions from the op¬ 
position that the party’s 
leadership race — the 
third in eight years — will 
distract from the business 
of government.

Dave Hancock to 
be new premier 


Redford resigns. Tory 
caucus picks Hancock 
to take reins on 
interim basis 


Dave Hancock, who once 
dreamed of being the leader of 
Alberta, got the job Thursday 
in a way he never imagined. 

Hancock, Premier Alison 
Redford’s second in com¬ 
mand, was chosen by the 
governing Progressive Con¬ 
servative caucus to replace 
her when she steps down on 
Sunday and her party begins 
the search for a permanent 
replacement. 

He lost the PC leadership 


race to Ed Stelmach in 2006 
and said Thursday he won’t 
ran again because the Tories 
need a fresh face. 

“If we’re going to show the 
party as moving forward, I’m 
probably not the guy who epit¬ 
omizes that,” he said. 

The PC party executive is 
to meet Monday to set out the 
timeline for the leadership 
race, which can mn as little as 
four months and as long as six. 

Redford did not attend the 
hour-long morning meeting to 
choose Hancock, but arrived 
at the end with her 12-year-old 
daughter, Sarah, in tow. She 
did not speak to reporters. 

Hancock said he will nei¬ 
ther be changing Redford’s 
policies nor the direction 


of government. That’s the 
prerogative of the incoming 
permanent leader, he sug¬ 
gested. 

“The mandate doesn’t 
change,” said Hancock. “It’s 
the mandate of government. 
It’s the mandate under which 
our MLAs were elected and 
that is what we will continue 
to do.” 

Redford remains the mem¬ 
ber of the legislature for Cal- 
gaiy-Elbow. 

Hancock said that despite 
the race, the business of gov¬ 
ernment will cany on and will 
be effective. 

“We’ve got a budget to pass 
and we’re going to pass that 
budget,” he said. “We are go¬ 
ing to go into the legislature

Alberta cycling advocates say 
tough new rules aimed at On¬ 
tario motorists who pass cyc¬ 
lists too closely or open car 
doors in front of them would 
be a welcome addition to the 
province’s traffic laws. 

Legislation introduced in 
Ontario this week would see 
fines for drivers who open their 
door into the path of a cyclist 
boosted to a range of $300 to 
$1,000, up from the current

range of $60 to $500, and raise 
the demerit points from two to 
three. 

The proposed law would 
also require drivers to maintain 
a distance of one metre when 
passing cyclists, similar to rules 
in several U.S. jurisdictions. 

Dale Calkins of Bike Calgaiy 
said both of those areas are 
“veiy lacking” in Alberta traffic 
laws. 

“There is a law that says you 
have to open a door properly 
but it’s not veiy specific,” he 
said. “And then in terms of pass¬ 
ing, that’s also something that’s 


very vague. 

There’s a requirement that 
you have to pass safely, but it 
doesn’t specify how or at what 
distance.” 

Christopher Chan, execu¬ 
tive director of the Edmonton 
Bicycle Commuters’ (EBC) So¬ 
ciety, said he’d welcome “ap¬ 
propriate penalties for opening 
your door into traffic without 
making sure it’s clear, as well 
as a one-metre passing law” in 
Alberta. 

“We certainly would be en¬ 
couraged by having the prov¬ 
ince look at that,” he said. 

But EBC’s main priority 
remains separated cycling 
infrastructure, Chan added. He 
noted the Alberta capital has 
still has no separated “cycle 
tracks,” while Calgaiy has one 
on 7 Street SW and plans for an 
eventual downtown network 
of physically protected cycle 
routes.

Amber Tuccaro’s 



mother still looking for answers 


The family of slain Amber 
Tuccaro have filed a formal 
complaint against members 
of the Leduc RCMP after they 
say many of their answers in 
the investigation weren’t an¬ 
swered. 

Vivian Tuccaro, mother 
of the 20-year-old whose 
remains were found near 
Leduc in Sept. 2012, said 
there was “mismanagement” 
of her daughter’s case by the 
Leduc RCMP. 

“Since the beginning of 
this missing persons case, 
we have not had total co¬ 


operation by the Leduc 
RCMP,” says Vivian Tuccaro, 
in a media release. “All we 
are seeking, and have been 
seeking is our right to know 
certain things with this in¬ 
vestigation which is still out¬ 
standing.” 

The letter alleges police 
did not follow proper proto¬ 
col after Tuccaro’s name was 
removed off the missing per¬ 
sons list and that her person¬ 
al belongings, “as potential 
evidence in a serious crime,” 
were destroyed. 

Leduc RCMP referred all 


media calls to I< Division 
who were not available be¬ 
fore press time. 

Tuccaro went missing in 
2010, and since then, RARE 
with the RCMP have been 
searching for “the voice,” 
from a cell phone conversa¬ 
tion Amber had while driv¬ 
ing with an unknown man 
on the night she disappeared. 

Her mother says she has 
been in frequent contact 
with RCMP investigating her 
daughter’s case who have 
received a few calls from 
people spotting billboards

The 2011 election showed 
they were more concentrated. 
Had residents of Edmonton, 
Calgaiy and a few other cit¬ 
ies also had a change of heart, 
we’d be reading veiy different 
headlines today.

Thanks to unexpected water 
damage in local portables, the 
Edmonton Catholic School 
Board’s rainy-day fund is com¬ 
pletely tapped out, causing 
some trustees concern for fu¬ 
ture emergencies. 

At a recent board meeting, 
ECSB trustees approved a mo¬ 
tion to build six new pod port¬ 
ables at St. Timothy School 
— a project costing close to

“I think it is really 
important that a 
message goes out to 
the government that we 
don't have any money.” 

ECSB trustee Larry Kowalczyk 


Board chair Cindy Olsen 
called the depletion a cash¬ 
flow problem, noting the 
school board is expecting to 
beef up the account once they 
sell a current property. 

Olsen added that the gov¬ 
ernment has been clear with 
school boards: reserve funds 
are there to be spent. 

“When you have too much 
of a surplus or a capital reserve, 
it’s clawed back,” she said. “We 
are better to use our dollars for 
today’s kids, when we need to 
use them.” 

As of August 2013, ECSB 
does have an accumulated 
operating surplus of $24 mil¬ 
lion, which has been allocated 
to certain projects.

As Edmonton’s Catholic 
board of education plots 
to lobby the province for a 
new specialized collegiate 
high school, local parents 
are concerned that basic 
services aren’t being pro¬ 
vided. 

While Brian Umrysh’s 
son isn’t old enough to at¬ 
tend school, the local father 
is still nervous about poten¬ 
tial bus times and a lack of 
school space in southeast 
parts of the city. 

“Ideally, we’d like some¬ 
thing so we wouldn’t have 
to jump on a bus to go to 
school,” Umrysh told Metro. 

At an ECS board meet¬ 
ing Tuesday, trustees an¬ 
nounced a new capital plan, 
including an elementary- 
junior high school in Walk¬ 
er Lakes. 

But taking precedent is 
a Grade 9 to Grade 12 Col¬ 
legiate School for Science, 
Technology and Trades. 

Umrysh said the school 
board is missing the point. 

“We haven’t addressed

the core offering at this 
point, and to me, levelling 
the playing field and giv¬ 
ing everyone access to that 
baseline offering should be 
the priority,” he said. 

ECSB chair Cindy Olsen 
explained that the board 
prioritized the collegiate 
school over other projects 
simply because the board is 
hoping the government will 
see some urgency for the 
project. 

“There are possibilities 
around seeing that school 
happen because of what 
is ... perhaps not as easily 
ready for some of the other 
schools,” she explained.

In a town known more for 
its blue-collar citizens and 
churches than its drag shows, 
Lynn Wannop recalls the fight 
to get the Jasper Pride Festival 
off the ground. 

The owner of Coco’s Cafe 
remembers pounding the 
pavement in an effort to sell 
the festival to businesses in 
the tiny resort town west of 
Edmonton. 

“Even if it’s something 
that you don’t personally 
agree with, look at it this way, 
you’re dealing with a group of 
people who — if they feel safe 
travelling here — they will 
be loyal and come back here 
again and again and again,” 
Wannop recalled telling them. 


That was five years ago. 

Nowadays, the advantage 
of more than 500 people com¬ 
ing to Jasper to celebrate is 
definitely being felt at Whist¬ 
ler’s Inn, one of the town’s 
hotels. 

“Over the last five years, 
we’ve definitely seen an 
increase in the number of 
people checking into our ho¬ 
tel specifically for Pride. That 
then transfers into things like 
more restaurant visits and 
drinks at the hotel’s bar,” said 
general manager Vanessa Hat- 
to-Hugie. 

The hotel, which has been 
a member of the International 
Gay & Lesbian Travel Associa¬ 
tion for three years, is sold out 
this weekend for the festival. 

Jasper’s small businesses 
aren’t the only ones benefit- 
ting from the burgeoning 
festival. Through traditional 
advertisements in gay-friendly 
publications, as well as their 
social media channels, Fair¬ 
mont’s Jasper Park Lodge has 
begun to focus a segment of 
their marketing exclusively 
on LGBTQ weddings.

A Chinese dog breeder said 
Thursday that a property de¬ 
veloper paid him 18 million 
yuan ($3 million) for Tibetan 
mastiff twins, highlighting 
how the breed has become a 
status symbol for China’s rich. 

The large, slobbeiy dog 
with massive amounts of hair 
used to be best known for 
herding sheep in Tibet, but 
has now become a luxury for 
the ultra-rich who want to 
spread their wealth beyond 
stocks and real estate. 

Breeder Zhang Gengyun 
said he sold the one-year-old 
twin male dogs to a single buy¬ 
er at a luxuiy dog fair Tuesday 
in wealthy Zhejiang province,

located on China’s east coast. 

One of the twins, a golden¬ 
haired Tibetan mastiff, was

Zhang said the buyer paid 
him the 18 million yuan with 
his credit card. He denied the 
sale was a ploy by breeders to 


hype the price of Tibetan mas¬ 
tiffs and said he was reluctant 
to sell the twins. “It’s a real 
deal,” he said.

Central African Republic. 

Turmoil at ‘terrifying 
level,’ UN official says 


The UN’s top human rights of¬ 
ficial warned Thursday that 
the hatred between Christian 
and Muslim communities in 
Central African Republic is “at 
a terrifying level” and a state of 
near-anarchy means even those 
canying bloody machetes and 
holding severed body parts in 
their hands are not arrested. 

Navi Pillay, UN High Com¬ 
missioner for Human Rights, 
described the situation as “al¬ 
most total impunity” with “no 
justice, no law and order apart 
from that provided by foreign 
troops.” Some 6,000 African 
peacekeepers and 2,000 French 
troops are working to stabilize 
the country, though they have 
a limited presence outside the 
capital of Bangui. 

“I cannot help thinking that 
if the Central African Republic 
were not a poor country hidden 
away in the heart of Africa, the 
terrible events that have taken 
place — and continue to take 
place — would have stimulated 
a far stronger and more dy¬ 
namic reaction by the outside 
world,” Pillay said at a news 



conference in Bangui wrapping 
up her three-day visit. 

“How many more children 
have to be decapitated, how 
many more women and girls 
will be raped, how many more 
acts of cannibalism must there 
be, before we really sit up and 
pay attention?” 

Central African Repub¬ 
lic descended into chaos one 
year ago when an alliance of 
mostly Muslim rebel groups in 
the country’s north overthrew 
Francois Bozize, the president 
of a decade.

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Syria. Assad’s troops 
take over Crusader castle 


Syrian troops captured a 
famed Crusader castle near the 
border with Lebanon on Thurs¬ 
day, running the two-starred 
government flag high above 
the stone ramparts of the 12th 
centuiy fortress after days 
of intense clashes with rebel 
fighters. 

Lebanese private broadcast¬ 
er Al-Mayadeen TV aired foot¬ 
age of Syrian soldiers walking 
unopposed into the Crac des 
Chevaliers, the towering hill¬ 
top citadel.

The attacks show the Tali¬ 
ban are following through on 
their threat to use violence to 
the disrupt April 5 vote, which 
will be the first democratic 
transfer of power since the 
2001 U.S.-led invasion that oust¬ 
ed the Islamic militant move¬ 
ment. President Hamid Karzai 
is constitutionally barred from 
seeking a third term. 

The Taliban claimed respon¬ 
sibility for the assault on the 
Serena hotel and the earlier at¬ 
tack in Jalalabad, an economic 
hub near the border with Pak¬ 
istan. 

The Taliban have carried 
out numerous attacks in Jalal¬ 
abad, Kabul and other areas. 
The choice of a police station 
as a target reflected an effort 
to show they can still penetrate 
heavily secured areas despite 
numerous U.S. and Afghan of¬ 
fensives against them in recent

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3 Ukrainian warships seized 


Navy commander 
freed. Rear Adm. 
Sergei Haiduk, civilians 
were held for hours 
after HQ in Sevastopol 
stormed Wednesday 


Pro-Russian forces seized three 
Ukrainian warships Thursday 
as the U.S. announced new 
sanctions against Russia for its 
annexation of Crimea. 

Shots were fired but there 
were no casualties as the 
Ukrainian corvette Khmelnit¬ 
sky was seized in Sevastopol. 
Another ship, the Lutsk, was 
surrounded by pro-Russian 
forces and Ukrainian service¬ 
men were seen disembarking 
the Ternopil corvette. 

U.S. President Barack 
Obama on Thursday ex¬ 
panded U.S. economic sanc¬ 
tions against Moscow, target¬ 
ing President Vladimir Putin’s 
chief of staff and 19 other in¬ 
dividuals as well as a Russian 
bank that provides them sup¬ 


port. Obama also said he had 
signed an executive order that 
would allow the U.S. to penal¬ 
ize key sectors of the Russian 
economy. 

Within minutes of 
Obama’s speech, Russia retali¬ 
ated by banning entry to nine 
U.S. officials and lawmakers. 

In an address to the German 
Parliament in Berlin, Chancel¬ 
lor Angela Merkel said the EU 
was readying further sanc¬ 
tions and that the G8 forum of 
leading economies had been 
suspended indefinitely. Russia 
holds the presidency of the G8 
and Putin was due to host his 
counterparts at a G8 summit 
in Sochi in June. 

With thousands of Ukrain¬ 
ian soldiers and sailors 
trapped on militaiy bases, 
surrounded by heavily armed 
Russian forces and pro-Russia 
militia, the Kyiv government 
said it was drawing up plans 
to evacuate its outnumbered 
troops from Crimea back to 
the mainland. However, many 
servicemen have already 
switched sides to Russia.

Feral pigs can now be 
hunted year-round, 
without a permit 


If they’ve got any sense, these 
pigs should fly — or at least 
find a really good hiding place. 

The provincial government 
has declared open season on 
feral pigs, animals that have 
escaped from farms around 
B.C. and are now eating their 
way through local vegetation, 
uprooting crops and competing 
with native wildlife. 

The animals, which can be 
aggressive and weigh up to 350 
kilograms, have been included 
on a provincial list that allows 
them to be hunted at any time 
by anyone possessing a valid 
hunting licence. 

A release from the Ministry 
of Forests, Lands and Natural 
Resource Operations says es¬ 


caped swine have been re¬ 
ported in the Lower Mainland, 
Kamloops, Okanagan, Peace 
and Kootenay regions. 

B.C.’s feral pig population is 
not large but the ministiy says, 


once established, groups can 
be hard to root out, they can 
spread parasites and infectious 
diseases, and injured animals 
can be veiy dangerous. 

Along with feral pigs, Euro¬ 


pean wall lizards and non-na¬ 
tive turtles have also been listed 
as Schedule C invasive species, 
meaning a permit is no longer 
required before trapping or kill¬ 
ing them.

Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid has instructed the Senate’s 
chief law enforcement officer 
to examine the Intelligence 
Committee’s computers amid 
an escalating fight between the 
CIA and lawmakers over access 
to secret documents about the 
agency’s interrogation tactics 
during the Bush administra¬ 
tion. 

In a March 19 letter to CIA 
Director John Brennan, Reid 
challenged the agency head’s 
complaints that committee 
staff improperly accessed the 
agency’s computers to obtain 
the documents, calling the al¬ 
legation “patently absurd.” 

Last week, the head of the 


committee, Sen. Dianne Fein- 
stein, questioned whether the 
agency broke the law and vio¬ 
lated the U.S. Constitution in 
searching a computer network 
exclusively established for the 
committee. 

Brennan has dismissed Fein- 
stein’s complaints. 

The instructions to Senate 
Sergeant-at-Arms Terrance W. 
Gainer and the notification to 
Brennan ratcheted up a clash 
that pits Senate Democrats, led 
by Feinstein, against President 
Barack Obama’s head of the spy 
agency. 

Determined to resolve the 
fight, Reid said he had “in¬ 
structed the Senate Sergeant- 
at-Arms to initiate a forensic 
examination of the computers 
and computer network as¬ 
signed for exclusive (commit¬ 
tee) use, in order to determine 
how the ‘Panetta review’ en¬ 
tered into the (committee) net¬ 
work.”

Court refuses to hear Turcotte appeal 


The Supreme Court of Canada 
said Thursday it won’t hear 
an appeal by a former Quebec 
cardiologist who is facing a 
new double-murder trial in the 
slayings of his young children. 

Guy Turcotte was hoping 
the high court would hear his 
case for overturning a lower 
court decision in an attempt 
to avoid a second first-degree 
murder trial in the killings. 

As is standard practice in 
the case of applications for 


leave to appeal, the Supreme 
Court did not give reasons for 
its decision to reject Turcotte’s 
bid. 

Turcotte will face trial again 
for the deaths of his children, 
Olivier, 5, and Anne-Sophie, 
3, who were stabbed a com¬ 
bined 46 times before Turcotte 
tried to take his own life by 
ingesting windshield washer 
fluid. 

His highly publicized trial 
heard that Turcotte was dis¬ 


traught over the abrupt end of 
his marriage and only remem¬ 
bered the night in flashes. 

A spokesman for the 
Crown’s office said it was satis¬ 
fied with the Supreme Court’s 
decision and is ready to pro¬ 
ceed with a trial. 

“The prosecutor in charge 
of the file will continue his 
preparation in view of the new 
trial,” said spokesman Jean- 
Pascal Boucher.

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No referendum until Quebec is 
ready, says PQ’s Pauline Marois 


Debate. Party’s leader 
reassures voters that a

A Parti Quebecois majority 
government will not hold an 
independence referendum 
until Quebecers are ready for 
one, Leader Pauline Marois 
told a televised audience 
Thursday night. 

But Marois refused to con¬ 
firm in a debate with her pol¬ 
itical rivals that there won’t 
be a referendum if her party is 
re-elected on April 7. 

“You know that (Liberal 
Leader Philippe) Couillard, in 
order to have people forget 
the Liberal years, would have 
you believe that this election 
is being fought on the issue of 
another referendum,” she said 
during the leaders’ debate. 

“False. There will be no ref¬ 
erendum as long as Quebecers 
are not ready.”

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Floating objects ‘best 
lead’ in search for plane 



Satellite imagery. 

Possible debris spotted 
2,500 kilometres 
southwest of Australia 


An air search in the southern 
Indian Ocean for possible ob¬ 
jects from the missing Malaysia 
Airlines plane that has been 
described as the “best lead” has 
turned up no clues so far, Aus¬ 
tralian rescue officials said. 

The four planes were check¬ 
ing to see if two large objects 
spotted in satellite imageiy 
bobbing in the remote ocean 
were debris from Flight 370 
that disappeared March 8 with 
239 people on board. 

One of the objects was 24 
metres in length and the other 
was 5 metres. There could be 
other objects in the area, which 
are a four-hour flight from Aus¬ 
tralia’s southwestern coast, said 
John Young, manager of the 
Australian Maritime Safety Au¬ 
thority’s emergency response 
division. 

“This is a lead, it’s probably 
the best lead we have right 
now,” Young said. He cautioned 
that the objects could be sea¬ 
borne debris along a shipping 
route where containers can fall 
off cargo vessels, although the 
larger object is longer than a 
container. 

A statement from the au¬ 
thority said the four planes 
searched an area of 23,000 
square kilometres, about 2,500 
kilometres southwest of Perth 
on Thursday without success. 
The area is about halfway be¬ 
tween Australia and islands 
off the Antarctic. Authorities 
said in a statement early Fri¬ 
day that efforts were resuming 
with four militaiy aircraft plan¬ 


ning to scour more than 35,000 
square kilometres of ocean. 

It earlier said the search had 
been hampered by low visibil¬ 
ity caused by clouds and rain. 

News that possible plane 
parts had been found marked 
a new phase in the emotional 
roller coaster for distraught 
relatives of the passengers, who 
have criticized Malaysia harshly 
for not releasing timely infor¬ 
mation about the plane. While 
they still hope their loved ones 
will somehow be found, they 
acknowledged that news of the 
debris could mean the plane 
plunged into the ocean.

Thrill seeker. Boy, 16, 
charged after climbing 1 
World Trade Center spue 


A 16-year-old boy described 
as a thrill seeker bypassed an 
inattentive security guard in 
the middle of the night and 
climbed a ladder to the spire of 
1 World Trade Center in New 
York City, where he apparently 
took pictures, authorities said 
Thursday. 

Justin Casquejo was arrested 
at 6 a.m. local time Sunday 
at America’s tallest building 
and was charged with mis¬ 
demeanour criminal trespass, 
police said. Nobody answered 
the door Thursday at his Wee- 
hawlcen, New Jersey, home. 

According to a criminal 
complaint, Casquejo was quot¬ 
ed as telling police: “I walked 
around the construction site 
and figured out how to access 
the Freedom Tower rooftop. I 
found a way up through the 
scaffolding, climbed onto the 
6th floor, and took the eleva¬ 
tor up to the 88th floor. I then 
took the staircase up to 104th 
(floor). I went to the rooftop and 
climbed the ladder all the way 
to the antenna.” 

He was arrested on-site, 
and his camera and cellphone 
were seized after authorities 
obtained a search warrant, said 
Joe Pentangelo, a spokesman 



for the Port Authority of New 
York and New Jersey police de¬ 
partment. The Port Authority 
owns the trade centre site. 

According to court papers, 
Casquejo was released without 
bail after being arraigned early 
Monday on one count of third- 
degree criminal trespass and 
one count of trespass. 

Authorities were still trying 
to determine the teen’s motive. 
WABC-TV reported that he took 
pictures from the top of the 
building, where he stayed for 
about two hours.

Lawsuits loom for GM over 
defective ignition switches 


Class-action lawsuits against 
General Motors are begin¬ 
ning to pile up over the auto¬ 
maker’s handling of defective 
ignition switches in 1.6 mil¬ 
lion small cars worldwide. 

About 235,000 of those 
cars were sold in Canada, 
and at least two separate law 
firms are seeking to repre¬ 
sent people who are looking 
for compensation, adding 
to several other suits in the 
United States. 

Over the past week, Mer¬ 
chant Law Group LLP filed 
claims against the Detroit- 
based auto maker in Ontario, 
Quebec and Saskatchewan, 


saying that GM knowingly 
misled customers about safe¬ 
ty issues by hiding its know¬ 
ledge of the ignition prob¬ 
lems. 

Sutts, Strosberg LLP, based 
in Windsor, Ont., a law firm 
that also handles many class 
action cases, also recently 
posted a message in a lo¬ 
cal newspaper seeking GM 
vehicle owners. 

In the GM ignition switch 
recall, the company has ac¬ 
knowledged it learned about 
the problem at least 11 years 
ago, yet it failed to recall the 
cars until last month.

Richard: Steve, the new film 
from Jim Henson’s felt and 
fur creations is being billed as 
a sequel to the 2011 Jason Se- 
gel Muppets film, but it isn’t 
really. It’s more a return to the 
Muppet movies of old, packed 
to the gills with show biz in 
jokes, puns, songs and even a 
Swedish Chef homage to Ing¬ 
mar Bergman. It’s more akin 
to The Great Muppet Caper 
than the most recent movie. 
Segel’s Muppet movie played 
heartstrings like Eric Clapton 
strums the blues; Muppets 
Most Wanted has more of 
an edge. Well, as much of an 
edge as a movie starring Ker¬ 
mit and Miss Piggy could have. 
Did you sense that? 


Steve: I don’t know if edge 
is quite the word I’d use to 
describe it. It’s definitely 
got darker elements but un¬ 
fortunately, the gimmicky 
plot of replacing Kermit 
with an evil doppelganger 
felt forced and less natural 
than Segel’s earnest version. 
Of course, even the film¬ 
makers were aware of that 
and smartly addressed the 
impossible expectation of 
sequels in the opening num¬ 
ber. That kind of self-con¬ 
sciousness worked better in 
the last movie but I certainly 
thought the songs in Mup¬ 
pets Most Wanted surpassed 
the 2011 film. We even get 
to hear Ricky Gervais sing! 

RC: I’m not sure I agree. 
The human characters — 
notably Gervais, Tina Fey 
as Nadya, a lusty Russian 
prison guard, and Ty Burrell 
as an outrageous Interpol 
agent — are just as broad as 


the puppets, which provides 
some laughs, but the emo¬ 
tional impact is blunted. To 
place it in an old Hollywood 
context, it’s more the slap¬ 
stick of Abbott and Costello 
than the restrained, sweet 
comedy of Charlie Chaplin. 
I liked Segel’s take on the 
sweetness of the Muppets, 
but having said that, this 
movie made me laugh. 

SG: It’s true. It is fairly 
funny all the way through. 
It’s probably slightly unfair 
to measure this film against 
its predecessors anyhow — 
even if it does lack some of 
the pure warmth of Segel’s. 
And it was fun to see all the 
talent showing up in clever 
cameo appearances — espe¬ 
cially Ray Liotta and Danny 
Trejo as prisoners-turned- 
aspiring showmen. How¬ 
ever, even the sheer bulk 
of celebrities feels slightly 
distracting. They should just 


let the Muppets do the work. 

RC: I agree. The Muppets 
bring a good deal of good¬ 
will with them and the 
movie shines brighter as a 
result. It’s hard not to giggle 
at the gags but an exchange 
between Fozzie and Walter 
hits a bit too close to an 
uncomfortable plot truth. 
“Looks like he’s planning 
some kind of heist bit,” 
Fozzie says of Constantine. 
“I hope not,” replies Walter, 
“they never work.” That’s a 
gag, this one works, but be¬ 
cause of the Muppets, not 
because of the human stars. 

SG: In the end, the fans that 
are going to pay to see Mup¬ 
pets Most Wanted will al¬ 
ready have a good idea what 
they’re in for. Besides, as 
that aforementioned open¬ 
ing musical number states, 
“everyone knows the se¬ 
quel’s not quite as good.”

John Gallagher Jr. follows up 
last year’s fest-winning Short 
Term 12 with The Heart Ma¬ 
chine, by first-time writer-dir¬ 
ector Zachaiy Wigon, about a 
man (Gallagher) who starts to 
suspect his long-distance girl¬ 
friend isn’t as far away as she’s 
led him to believe. 

On examining paranoia

“Someone once told me if 
you’re playing poker, one of 
the worst things you can do 
is go full tilt, which is when 
you start spiraling out of con¬ 
trol. You start second-guessing 
everything, and it’s really an 
altered state,” Gallagher says. 
“That is certainly something 
that I’ve felt in past relation¬ 
ships when I’ve become suspi¬ 
cious or jealous or convinced 
that I’m not being told the full 
story. Logic just goes absolutely 
out the window immediately. I 
loved the idea of my character 
in the film spending the whole 
movie in that place, because 
it’s a terrible place to operate 
from, and it’s an awful feel¬ 
ing.” 

Josh Lucas — The Mend 

The Sweet Home Alabama and 
American Psycho star has al¬ 
ways been a tricky one to peg 
down, and here he goes off 
the rails completely as Mat, a 
dilapidated wastrel who com¬ 
mandeers his younger broth¬ 
er’s apartment and generally 
makes a mess in director John 


Magary’s feature debut. 

On the unique psychology 
of Mat: 

“This is a guy I feel who’s jus¬ 
tifying giving up. It’s a guy 
who has lost, and he’s basically 
saying, ‘I lost because I don’t 
give a f—,’” Lucas says. “And 
the reality is they went hand 


in hand. He started to lose be¬ 
cause he didn’t give a f—. It’s a 
kind of personality that to be 
honest with you, more and 
more in my life, I’m trying to 
stay away from thinking those 
thoughts, because they lead to 
where he goes which is basic¬ 
ally homelessness, really. My 
sense is he’s kind of rotting 


from within. 

Rosa Salazar — May the Best 
Man Win 

In the fairly low-brow and 
male-dominated world of 
prank comedy that dominates 
the envelope-pushing May the 
Best Man Win, Rosa Salazar 
doesn’t only hold her own 


against her male co-stars, she 
easily outshines them. It’s easy 
to see why her male counter¬ 
parts (Whitmer Thomas and 
Drew Tarver) would engage in 
an escalating series of danger¬ 
ous dares to win her affections. 

On the freedom of improvisa¬ 
tion while pulling pranks: 

“There was so much freedom, 
especially when you’re with 
one of the victims,” Salazar 
says. “When you’re with a 
mark you can say whatever 
you want because you have to 
to get them to go that way to 
get the best stuff from them. I 
was pretty OK with eveiything. 
I was hoping we would cross a 
few lines.” 

On what she’s learned about 
herself during this process: 

“I’m starting to feel like I’m 
not a human with human emo¬ 
tions,” she says. “I mean, I have 
no shame. I auditioned, and I 
remember on the way there 
being like, ‘This is going to be 
so f—ing fun.’

Those who couldn’t catch 
John Leguizamo’s one- 
man career retrospective, 
Ghetto Klown, when it was 
on Broadway and on tour 
now have another chance 
to see the rowdy, emotional 
performance: It’s coming 
to HBO Canada Saturday 
night. 

After four stand-up spe¬ 
cials for HBO, Leguizamo is 
comfortable baring all on 
stage (emotionally, that is). 
“You do develop a callus,” 
he says. 

But Leguizamo wouldn’t 
be able to be so vulnerable 
if he weren’t in tune with 
himself — a practice that 
he credits his therapist in 
helping him with. 

“You can’t have a show 
like this and not go to ther¬ 
apy,” says the actor and 
comedian, who is very open 
about the fact that he sees a 
therapist. 

“You have to be very 
self-aware and you have to 
want to be self-aware to be 
able to write a show about 
yourself, and a good show.”

touching upon negative 
experiences (“The audi¬ 
ence knows when you’re 
fast-forwarding,” he says). 
He believes that turning 
his tough times — like his 
tough relationship with his 
dad and his divorce — into 
art help him reframe the 
narrative and move on from 
them. 

“A lot of artists use art 
to take control of it,” he 
says. “You recreate it lots of 
times until you can let it go. 

“I’m taking all my trau¬ 
matic moments, making 
them funnier than they ac¬ 
tually were, but reworking 
them and having control 
over them this time, as op¬ 
posed to them controlling 
me. 

“When you’re making 
the art you’re the god, and 
then you can see all the 
sides of it and it gives you 
distance. Then it’s not so 
toxic.” 

The show took eight 
years to develop, and Legui¬ 
zamo worked to ensure it 
ran “like a clock.” 

“I’m one person and I’m 
doing a lot of emotional 
things,” he says. “I have 
to have certain things be 
right on time and right 
on schedule so that I can 
just be a springboard and 
fly, not thinking about 
anything.” Being

Leguizamo says Ghetto 
Klown is his “magnum 
opus” and that it’s his 
last autobiographical 
performance.

Winters. 





Not for the kids. Legui- 
zamo's wife, Justine, 
has seen Ghetto Klown, 
but his two teenagers 
haven't — and won’t until 
they've graduated college, 
he says. “They know it's 
inappropriate and they’re 
not allowed,” he says. “It’s 
a lot of personal things 
that I'm not ready to share 
with them.” By the time 
they’re 21 though, “they’d 
have life experience,” he 
says. “They'd understand a 
little bit.”

Sometimes Leguizamo's 
Broadway audience took 
the show's party atmos¬ 
phere to the next level. 

“I love the reactions from 
the audience and I think 
that's part of what feeds 
the show, but yeah, in 
the end it’s still a theater 
piece,” he says. “You 
know, Broadway for some 
reason, the owners felt 
like my show could toler¬ 
ate people bringing the 
drinks to their chairs, in 
super-size cups, so there 
was a lot of inappropriate 
behaviour going on in my 
theatre." And we're talking 
more than phones going 
off. “I almost crashed 
head to head with this guy 
because he ran onstage 
as I was going offstage,” 
he says.

Costly. Canadian 
rocker's quest to bring 
'vinyl-quality sound' to 
the MP3 masses hit a 
few snags, and may face 
uphill battle to succeed 


Say what you will about Neil 
Young: he’s blunt, he’s mer¬ 
curial, he doesn’t “realize 
that there are other people 
involved in this world,” as Gra¬ 
ham Nash puts it in his recent 
autobiography. 

But there’s one adjective 
you couldn’t imagine apply¬ 
ing to him, at least not until 
he made his session at SXSW 
for his portable, high-fidelity 
music system, Pono: pitch¬ 
man. As Torstar News Service 
observed from Austin, Young 
is on a quest to “bring vinyl- 
quality sound to a generation 
of music consumers accus¬ 
tomed to listening to thin MP3 
files through laptop speakers 
and earbuds ‘that look like loz¬ 
enges.’” 

For music lovers — espe¬ 
cially music lovers of a certain 
age — it’s a tantalizing prom¬ 
ise: a chance to hear music 
like it used to sound, before 
those kids with their MP3s 
and iPhones and their insist¬ 
ence that music consumption 
be, above all else, convenient 
got their hands on it. 

But watching the 
livestream of Young’s ex-

tended infomercial, we began 
to get a sinking feeling, and 
here’s why.

tinguish between 44.1 l<Hz/16 
bit CD quality and 192/24 ultra- 
high resolution, especially 
when we’re sitting amid the 
roar of rush hour traffic. 

2 . The players aren’t cheap. 

Once they hit stores, provision¬ 
ally this fall, they’ll sell for 
$399, and that doesn’t include 
a pair of headphones decent 
enough to take advantage of 
the high-fidelity sound. 

3 . The music won’t be cheap. Al¬ 
bums will be $14.99 to $24.99, 
according to the FAQ at pono- 
music.com. The price for single 
songs hasn’t been set. Neither, 
apparently, has the cut Pono 
will take on music sales. Apple,

If Pono proves popular 
enough — and the fact that 
its Kiclcstarter campaign 
raised $2 million in one day 
is a promising sign — it could 
spark Apple into making its 
players, phones and tablets 
FLAC-compatible.

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All-female tribute bands steal the show 


Cover girls. Rock 'n' 
roll rebels give macho 
material a much- 
needed makeover 


Clutching the microphone in 
her leather-gloved hand, Van¬ 
essa Dunn strutted onstage 
with wild abandon, crouching 
toward the swaying crowd as 
she wailed about giving “eveiy 
inch” of her love. 

A beat later, the front- 
woman for Toronto’s Vag Halen 
whipped off her tank top to belt 
out the rest of Led Zeppelin’s 
Whole Lotta Love bare-chested. 

Inside the Art Galleiy of On¬ 
tario, where the show was held 
last June, the crowd roared its 
approval. 

For Dunn, the gesture felt 
“incredibly natural,” she said 
in a recent interview — noth¬ 
ing more than what male rock 
stars have done for decades 
without anyone batting an eye. 

But even a casual move can 
sometimes send a powerful 
message, the singer discovered 
after receiving a letter from a 
fan. 

“This woman was telling me 
there was just this energy that

“That’s what I’ve heard 
more, that when they see me 
up there and all of us up there 
doing what we do onstage, it’s 
more like, ‘Oh, it’s for the tak¬ 
ing, I can do that.’” 

A rising star on the burgeon¬ 
ing scene of all-female cover 
and tribute bands — the group 
played at the Venice Biennale 
last May — Vag Halen makes 
no bones about reclaiming rock 
and roll’s traditionally male, 
heterosexual voice. 

It’s a way of making peace 
with beloved but often prob¬ 
lematic hits from rock heavy¬ 
weights such as Led Zeppelin, 
Guns N’ Roses and the band’s 
namesake Van Halen, Dunn 
said, while creating more space 
for women in an industry 
where they still face significant 
barriers. 

The movement has drawn 
high-profile praise, including 
frompop culture writer Chuck 
Klosterman, who once wrote 
that the American group Lez 
Zeppelin might be “the most 
powerful all-female band in 
rock histoiy.” 

And Sheezer, a Toronto 
mainstay in recent years, got 
Weezer’s stamp of approval 
when lead singer Rivers Cuomo 
mentioned the band in a tweet. 

Yet some in the scene are 
less eager to draw attention to 
the politics surrounding their 
act, though they acknowledge 
it’s impossible to skirt the issue 
entirely. 

“All-female bands are not 
as common as all-male bands,” 
and inevitably stand out as a re¬ 
sult, said Carly Beath, lead sing¬ 
er of the Toronto-based Nirvana 



tribute band Hervana, which 
had its first show this month. 

The group came together 
last year, its members all ac¬ 
complished musicians in their 
30s who “just happen to be 
women” and don’t want to be 
defined by their gender, Beath 
said. 

Many all-female tribute 
bands deliberately choose 
groups with misogynist lyrics, 


but Hervana’s source material 
already has a feminist slant, so 
it’s more a matter of celebrat¬ 
ing rather than reclaiming it, 
she said. 

“Nirvana songs are the 
songs I first learned to play 
when I was learning guitar, so 
we thought it would be fun to 
go back to the songs we start¬ 
ed with,” she said. 

The same goes for Sheezer, 


whose main goal is to have 
fun playing music they love, 
the band’s agent Jen Rogers 
said. 

Dunn argues women-only 
tribute bands can’t help but 
be subversive, whether they 
intend it or not. 

“If you’re going to do cov¬ 
ers and choose an all-male 
catalogue ... that’s inherently 
feminist,” she said. 


That the message comes in 
a fun, energetic performance 
helps explain the appeal, said 
Ken McLeod, an assistant pro¬ 
fessor of history and culture 
at the University of Toronto. 

“It’s managing not to take 
itself too seriously” while de¬ 
livering a mix of critique and 
homage, he said. “It’s fun and 
political at the same time.”

Funny business. 

Is this just what 
happens with all 
comedy shows?

Comedy is a strange business. 
Especially in television, where 
successfully launching a new 
sitcom is about as rare as hold¬ 
ing a victoiy parade for a Toron¬ 
to sports team. 

For eveiy Seinfeld, Friends 
or Modem Family, there are 
dozens of We Are Men, Back in 
the Game or Welcome to the 
Family — three bombs from 
last fall. 

Still, the phenomenal suc¬ 
cess of The Big Bang Theoiy — 
the top-rated series in Canada 
for several years — has sparked 
a revival of the sitcom format. 

Fifteen network sitcoms 
were launched last fall and 
several more, including About 
a Boy, Surviving Jack and 
Mixology, in mid-season. Out 
of a total of 20 U.S. network sit¬ 
coms, maybe four will be back 
next year. 

That’s a one-in-five survival 
rate — the standard since the 
’50s. 

Despite the long odds, Can¬ 
adian networks are suddenly 
doubling down on comedy. 
Joining City’s Seed and Package 
Deal in recent weeks has been 
CTV’s Spun Out and Global’s 
Working the Engels. 

CBC, home of Mr. D, has also 
ordered Schitt’s Creek, a sitcom 
starring SCTV veterans Eugene 
Levy and Catherine O’Hara. 

Two are traditional four- 
camera, studio audience sit¬ 
coms. Yet none of the new com¬ 
edies has broken through as a 
stand-alone hit in Canada. 

Spun Out, starring Kids in 
the Hall alumni Dave Foley, 
was given a big Oscar boost and 
a full billboard push from CTV, 
which also tucked the first epi¬ 
sode behind mighty Big Bang. 

Yet when the first three 
episodes went from 1.2 mil¬ 
lion viewers to less than half 
that in three outings (according 
to overnight estimates), CTV 
pulled Spun Out from Fridays 
and put it back in the Thursday 
Big Bang slot. 

Why does it appear to take 
so long for Canadian comedies 
to find an audience in Canada? 
Funny you should ask. Here are 
a few theories: 


1. Most American TV comed¬ 
ies fail. See above. 

2 . Even ultimately successful 
comedies often take longer to 
connect. 

The most famous example is 
Cheers, now seen as an all-time 
classic. 

“One weekend over Thanks¬ 
giving the first year we were 
the 75th (ranked) show on the 
air-and there were 75 shows,” 
remembers Jim Burrows, now 
directing The Millers. 

He feels “it takes time to get 
the word out, for people to tell 
other people.” Cheers eventu¬ 
ally went to No. 1 and ran for 
nine seasons. All in the Family 
was originally cancelled by CBS 
after a slow Januaiy start. The 
network saw ratings climb that 
summer in reruns and decided 
to give Archie Bunker one more 
chance. It became TV’s No. 1 
show for four straight seasons 
in the 70s. 

3 . Shorter seasons and today’s 
highly competitive schedules 
can short-circuit those con¬ 
nections. 

Cheers and All in the Family 
would likely never get a second 
chance today. The shorter win¬ 
dow of opportunity is a big 
challenge in Canada where a 13 
episode order is the norm com¬ 
pared to the U.S. standard of 22. 
It’s hard to steer audiences back 
to a show such as Seed if there 
hasn’t been a new episode for 
40 weeks. 

4 . Canadian networks do not 
spend anything close to what 
their U.S. counterparts do on 
promotion. 

John Landgraf, president of FX, 
suggests that, to cut through to¬ 
day’s clutter, you have to spend 
the equivalent of half of what 
it costs to produce a series on 
promotion. 

In other words, a $20 mil¬ 
lion series requires another $10 
million in promotion. Landgraf 
spends to remind audiences 
that Louie — off the air a year- 
and-a-half as comedian Louis 
C.K. recharges — will be back 
this May. Canadian networks, 
generally, rely on their own in- 
house marketing and extended 
media reach to get the word 
out. 

5 . There are no sure things in 
television. 

Even a beloved star such as Mi¬ 
chael J. Fox failed in his bid for 
a sitcom comeback this season. 

His own personal triumph 
over Parkinson’s was even part 
of the stoiyline, yet viewers just

didn’t come to The Michael J. 
Fox Show. 

6 . Canada does sketch, not 
sitcoms. 

Seeing the great sketch comedy 
masters from Kids and SCTV 
return to Canada to appear in 
sitcoms seems a bit off-side. 


Weren’t these the guys who 
used to mock sitcoms? Who 
can forget Tibor’s Tractor? 

7 . Critics are sitcom averse. 
Many reviewers see so many 
not-so-good traditional four- 
camera comedies they can’t 
eject screeners fast enough. 
Reviewers eventually only re¬ 
spond to something they see as 
different — which isn’t always 
what general audiences are 
looking for. 

Hence all those glowing 
reviews for critic’s darlings 
such as Arrested Development, 
Community or even CBC’s 
short-lived Michael: Tuesdays & 
Thursdays. 

Critics love all that quirky 
originality, but after a while it 
all sounds like “eat your vege¬ 
tables” to viewers who would 
rather just unwind in front of 
Two and a Half Men. 

8 . The worst thing a Canadian 
comedy can do is look like it 
is trying to be an American 
comedy. 

With the cost of producing tele¬ 
vision today, however, that is 
exactly what these new shows 


are trying to do. 

9 . Being tucked behind a U.S. 
hit is both a blessing and a 
curse. 

CTV’s use of Big Bang to boost 
Spun Out makes sense. 

Expectations, however, are 
raised and comparisons can be 


fatal. “There’s no reason the 
audience who watches The Big 
Bang should watch us,” says 
Burrows, nonetheless happy 
The Millers has such a powerful 
lead-in. 

10 . Maybe there’s a reason 
why four camera comedies 
have no legacy in Canada. 

There were moments in the 
pilot for Spun Out where the 
laughter sounded canned, 
yet — having sat in the comfy 
bleachers for a taping — that 
was the reaction from the live 
studio audience. 

Still, is it possible Canadians 
watching at home react to a 
more subtle comedy cue? SCTV 
taped without an audience and 
used to show early episodes to 
Second City stage crowds, re¬ 
cording titters and chuckles. 

The Trailer Park Boys con¬ 
ducted their antics in the still¬ 
ness of their not-so-grand out¬ 
doors, which seemed to make 
their ridiculousness even funni¬ 
er. Maybe we’re more inclined 
to laugh at Americans but only 
with Canadians — and in small¬ 
er numbers.

After 18 years, chick lit is all grown up 



Girl problems. Genre 
veteran Jane Green says 
she writes women the 
way she sees them in 
her own life

Back in 1997 when Jane 
Green released her first 
novel, Straight Talking, 
there was no such thing as 
chick lit. Green, along with 
a few other authors at the 
time, became the founding 
writers of what went on 
to become a billion dollar 
genre. 

“Helen Fielding wrote 
Bridget Jones’s Diary and 
Straight Talking came out 
three or four months later 
and there were a couple 
other books in England that 
came out around the same 
time,” Green tells us. 

“A newspaper ran a 
double-spread article about 
us and said we had cre¬ 
ated this new genre, chick 


lit. And that’s really how it 
started.” 

Green has made a ca¬ 
reer writing commercial 
women’s fiction and is 
releasing her 15th book, 
Tempting Fate, on March 
25. According to her, writ¬ 
ing for women now is very 
different than it was 18 
years ago. 

“When I first started 
writing, (chick lit) was 
aspirational. You had these 
huge sexy, glitzy sagas 
about women who con¬ 
quered the world. They 
weren’t very real, but they 
were huge fun. I think 
what we did was introduce 
a genre that really held a 
mirror to women and held 
it with great honesty and 
humor,” she says. “I don’t 
think there was a genre of 
books where women were 
able to read and say, ‘I’ve 
been there. That’s exactly 
what my life is like.’” 

Her new novel is about 
infidelity and full of so 
many “What ifs?” and “Then 
whats?” that it makes it im¬ 
possible not to devour the 
book in just a few sittings.

As Green has gotten 
older, so have her charac¬ 
ters. The principal charac¬ 
ter in Tempting Fate isn’t a 
20- or 30-something trying 
to figure out her relation¬ 
ship status; it’s a woman 
in her 40s on the brink of a 
midlife crisis. 

“My days of writing 
about women in their 20s 
and 30s are over,” Green 
says. 

“I’ve always drawn on my 
own life.... All the sudden in 
my 40s, I noticed a number 
of women who announced 


they’d been unhappy for 
years and unbearably it 
turned out these women 
were having affairs. I start¬ 


ed to really look at female 
infidelity and in particular 
what happens to a woman in 
her 40s. Why am I seeing so

many women being unfaith¬ 
ful? What is going on?” 

Green is contractually 
obligated to release two 
books a year, so even 
though she is just now 
celebrating the release of 
Tempting Fate, her 16th 
book is already done and 
she’s currently at work on 
the 17th. 

“My next book is called 
Saving Grace and is about 
an older man married to a 
younger woman. They take 
on an assistant who seems 
perfect in every way, but 
within a short period of 
time, she starts systematic¬ 
ally destroying their lives,” 
she reveals. Sounds just 
about right.

In the HBO comedy Doll & 
Em, Dolly Wells becomes the 
personal assistant of her life¬ 
long bestie, the actress Emily 
Mortimer. Over six episodes, 
Mortimer and Wells, who has 
so far largely worked in British 
comedy (including being one of 
Bridget Jones’ buds), explore a 
friendship as a crack runs slow¬ 
ly through it. In real life, only 
the bestie part (and Mortimer’s 
Hollywood stardom) is true. 

“We have a shorthand 
where we can understand each 
other,” Wells explains. 

“We find things funnier 
sooner than somebody watch¬ 
ing us. We fill silences with 
words,” says Mortimer. “We 
needed someone else in our 
lives.” 

That person became Azazel 
Jacobs, the filmmaker of oddly 
rhythmic comedies like Mom¬ 
ma’s Man and Terri. (He’s also 
the son of avant-garde titan Ken 
Jacobs.) “I think if there’s any¬ 
thing I brought to the process, 
it was being someone who’s 
outside a relationship that’s so 
incredibly tight,” Jacobs says. 
“They have their own language. 
They don’t have to say many 
words for the other person to 
understand them. I felt like

a conduit. I could sense what 
the audience would feel like 
(watching them).” 

Mortimer and Wells had 
long wanted to work together. 
They thought it would be funny 
if Wells played her assistant, 
and modelled the overall arc 

— in which Wells starts getting 
more attention than Mortimer 

— on All About Eve and the 
Harold Pinter-scripted psycho¬ 
logical thriller The Servant (al¬ 
beit told with two giggly, sweet- 
natured people deathly afraid 


of confrontation). They weren’t 
sure if it should be a movie or a 
play or what. 

They brought in Jacobs, who 
they’d known since his days 
studying at the American Film 
Institute. He suggested mak¬ 
ing it into a self-contained TV 
show, not too unlike the Steve 
Coogan-Rob Biydon show (and 
then whittled-down film) The 
Trip. They shot a test pilot while 
Mortimer was filming The 
Newsroom. The test became 
the first 20-minute episode. 


Jacobs wrote the scripts 
with Mortimer and Wells. “It 
always came down to seeing if 
we could say this or that clear¬ 
er,” he says. “If there was a fight 
it was always towards the same 
goal: to be as clear and truthful 
as possible.” 

“It became what we then 
decided what we wanted it to 
be, which was a movie with all 
the aesthetic qualities of a film¬ 
maker’s movie, made over six 
episodes,” Mortimer says. “It 
has the production values and 


ltfe'A NOT 
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the sensibility of a movie. But 
it just happens to be on tele¬ 
vision.” 

The fact that it’s about 
showbiz came about not be¬ 
cause they had a burning desire 
to add to the deep genre devot¬ 
ed to it. 

“We tried other things be¬ 
fore, but they weren’t things 
we knew veiy well particularly. 
We’d get bogged down in hying 
to imagine another world,” says 
Wells. “Whereas the idea of be¬ 
ing actors we both really knew 
about. There was something 
about me being an assistant 
that really resonated with us, 
because it seemed so funny and 
sad at the same time. That’s our 
humour. There’s a darkness to 
it.” 

“It was an experiment that 
ended up being the show,” Mor¬ 
timer says. “We got locked into 
quite a lot of things by neces¬ 
sity. We were just using what 
we had — the set I was on, the 
trailer I was in.” 

Even the fact that their char¬ 
acters have the same name — 
and same general relationship, 
at least initially — was part of 
that. “We were calling each 
other by our real names, think¬ 
ing it wouldn’t be seen by any¬ 
one but us,” recalls Mortimer. 
“We were too lazy to come up 
with others.” 

Their fate was sealed when 
Jacobs labelled the file of the 
test episode “Doll & Em,” 
which still makes them queasy. 
“We’ve had moments of hating 
it,” she says. 


Somehow, she just didn’t ever see it coming 


Most people pride them¬ 
selves on knowing when 
someone is lying. When we 
hear about former New York 
Gov. Eliot Spitzer’s outra¬ 
geous illicit affairs or Ber- 
nie Madoff’s massive Ponzi 
scheme, we look at their 
wives and think, “She must 
have known, right? How 
could she not have?” This 
“should have known” belief 
is the idea behind Jean Hanff 
Korelitz’s latest novel. 

The book’s protagonist is 


Grace, a therapist living the 
life she’s always wanted. 

Married to a sympathetic 
pediatric oncologist, she has 
just written a highly antici¬ 
pated self-help book cau¬ 
tioning women to hear what 
men are telling them at the 
very beginning of a relation¬ 
ship. But when Grace’s hus¬ 
band goes missing and she 
finds herself in the middle 
of a media frenzy, she’s left 
wondering how she could 
have missed her own advice. 


According to Korelitz, 
you’d be surprised how 
many smart women have 
their own “should have 
known” moment. 

“The British publisher 
asked everyone who worked 
at the publishing company 
to submit their ‘should have 
known’ moments and I got 
to pick the winner.” she 
says. “These women are very, 
very smart. They’re working 
for this great publisher, yet 
they all seem to have some 


story where you wanted 
to look at them and think, 
‘Really? Really?”’ 

The winner of the afore¬ 
mentioned contest was a 
woman who went on a first 
date with a guy who told her 
that he saw sexuality as free- 
flowing and not something 
you can put in a box. 

“She dated him for years 
and, of course, he turned out 
to be gay,” Korelitz muses.

200, selling 139,000 copies 
in the week ending March 
2. It’s the second straight 
strong showing for TDE and 
Q, who sees it as the start of 
a championship team. 

“Somebody has to step 
up besides Kevin Durant,” 
said Q, who made the 
rounds at South by South¬ 
west last week. “Some¬ 
body has to step up beside 
Michael Jordan and Kobe 
Bryant.

secutive weeks, before the Or¬ 
ange lost five of seven games 
down the regular-season 
stretch. 

Ennis is a finalist for the 
Bob Cousy Award as the best 
point guard in the countiy, 
and is one of 15 finalists for 
the Wooden Award for the 
NCAA’s top player, a list that 
includes Kansas swingman 
Andrew Wiggins of Vaughan 
and Michigan sharpshooter 
Nik Stauslcas of Mississauga. 

Ennis averaged 12.7 points, 
5.6 assists and 2.1 steals per 
game, becoming the only 
freshman to ever lead the ACC 
in assists and steals. 

Ennis wasn’t the only Can¬ 
adian to figure prominently 
on a day that began with the 
playing of both the U.S. and 
Canadian anthems (a few 
puzzled journalists grumbled 
openly about the latter). 

Dyshawn Pierre of Whitby, 
Ont., scored 12 points and 
grabbed a game-high eight 
rebounds to lift Dayton to a 
60-59 win, setting up a third- 
round meeting between Ennis 
and Pierre, former club team¬ 
mates. 

“I think a lot of people 
recognize how much we have 
contributed to our teams ... 
25 guys in the tournament, 
that’s a big step for us going 
forward, to not only play on 
Division 1 teams, but also to 
contribute,” Ennis said.
